AERIAL TOWN IN MEXICO 


Were a mushroom of gigantic pro­ 
portions to be so planted as to over­ 
look the sea it would p rese n t a strik­ 
ing analogy to the foundations of the 
town of Ancoma, three miles south of 
the Mesa mountains, in Mexico.
